DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 05/20/2009 has been entered. Pending claims 21-36 and 38-40 are 
found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts of 
record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following claimed features: 
embedding resource control information to be transmitted between the mobile node and 
the correspondent node in a message which is sent via the routing path of a reserved connection 
for the nodes; and] 

setting those attribute values carried in an IP datagram header to zero which permit 
reservation end points to interpret the situation of routing asymmetry if upstream and 
downstream paths for a bidirectional reservation do not follow identical routes at a specific 
routing node along the reserved routing path as recited in independent claim 2 1 .
